Trip of Inspection 

Mr. Coverdale, who is chairman of 
the Pittsburg and Vest Virginia rail- 
road, read a statement to explain the 
scope of the investigation which was! 
undertaken by him. The trip of in- 
spection commenced on July 3 and 
lasted about two weeks. Sir Donald 
Mann and a number of officials of the 
C.N.R, accompanied the investigators. 
Nightly conferences were held with 
traffic officials and others,

LONDON, Feb. 13.—‘‘In a successful raid southeast of Margi- | 


court, carried out this morning by the Canadians, in addition to 13 
prisoners, two machine guns were brought back to our lines,’’ says 
the official statement. ‘‘Many Germans were taken and many killed 
in the fighting. Seventeen dugouts in the first line and others in 
his upper line were bombed. The casualties incurred by the raiding 
party were slight on our side, 

‘‘Local fighting occurred at dawn this morning northwest of 
Passchendaele where a hostile party attacked and temporarily occu- 
pied two of our posts. The enemy subsequently was ejected by a 
counter-attack and both posts were regained, The enemy’s artillery 
showed increased activity this morning south and southwest of Lens.’’

FRENCH RAIDING FORCES REACH FOURTH

With the French Army in France, Feb. 12—In the course of 
three successful trench raids early this morning, the French ad- 
vanced as far as the fourth German line between Lapretre and 
Mort Mare Woods, in ‘he Woevre, and took prisoners belonging 
to the 9th Bavarian and the 94th Landwehr divisions. 

The German entanglements had been destroyed by French 
artillery last night, and the progress of the assaulting column was 
favored by a heavy mist. As soon as the French reached the first 
positions the Germans opened a sweeping machine gun fire as 
well as an artillery barrage, but the French penetrated the shell 
curtain almost without casualties, demolished all the enemy shel- 
ters and emplacements, and returned to their ownl ines with most 
valuable information. 

While the French attack was in progress the Germans at- 
tempted a raid at Regoeville, in the same district, but were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses.

AFTER “SCALP” 
OF APOSTATES

The text was taken from Jeremiah 
ix:1, “Oh, that my head were waters 
of tears 
that I might weep day and night for 
the slain of the daughter of my peo- 
ple!" 

In this chapter, said the preacher, 
the unfortunate apostacy of the chil- 
As a re- 
sult the curse pronounced by Moses 
centuries before was fulfilled, Instead 


of obeying God they disobeyed and 


| dishonored him, worshiped idols and 


degenerated to a frightful extent. So 
the blights and curses predicted fell 
upon them, and the prophet laments 


| their misfortune. 


A very large number of the profes- 
sing Christian people of today might 
read this chapter to their own ad- 
vantage. They could get a very fair 
idea of how they themselves have 
fallen away from the standards of 
religion set up in the New Testament. 
The devil has been spreading the 
isms abroad throughout the world 
and modern destructive criticism has 
been set up in many pulpits, which 
have fallen away from the true 
Christian faith, 

Strange “Isms” 

We have seen people leave the Bap- 

tist church, the Methodist church, 


the Congregational church and all the| 


rest of them, and taking up with 
these strange “isms.” These igms 
have prospered, not on account of 


their good works, not because, for in- 
stance, they have established missions 
—the Christian Scientists say frankly 
that they don’t want any missions— 
but because they are literally strange 
gods, Christian people have lost their 
faith on account of the abominable

NEW SLOGAN 


Vacant Lots Garden Club Says 
Food Production is More 
Imperative Than Ever 


“Conscript the Garden” will be the 
slogan of the Vacant Lots Garden 
club this year, instead of ‘Back to the | 
Land,” which was the rallying cry a 
year ago. At the annual meeting of 
the club, which was held in the council 
chamber last night, President Har- 
court in the chair, the sentiment was 
}unanimously expressed that if it was 
important a year ago to get the vacant 
lots of the city under cultivation and 
make them produce something, it was 
| doubly important this year. In view 
of the critical situation which the 
whole world was facing in respect to 
the food supply, it was felt that it was 
the imperative duty of everyone, city 
as well as country dweller to do, not 
merely “his bit,” but his utmost to 
lassist in food production and food 
conservation, The Vacant Lot Garden 
| movement was held to be an efficient 
|method of accomplishing this result. 

Last Year's Activities | 

Secretary-Treasurer Carpenter's an- 
nual report showed a total paid mem- 
|} bership in the club of 261, and that 
|last year 261 lots had been put under 
| cultivation. This is a four-fold increase | 
in the membership over the previous 
| year, and an increase by seven of the 
lots cultivated. It is hoped to double 
this record this season. 

The financial report showed that 
there was a balance on hand of $206.79 
at the beginning of the year. The total 
receipts were $590.75, and the total 
expenditures $443.07, mostly for) 
| ploughing. This leaves a cash balance 
of $147.12, and, in addition, there is a | 
$16 refund goming from the depart- 
|ment of agriculture. There are few 
civic organizations in such good 
| financial shape. 

The report said; In the late winter 
the superintendent spent his time in 
locating lots and getting permission to 
use them from their owners, In the 
whole the property owners were 
public-spirited and freely gave the 
necessary permission to the producer 
to grow food stuffs. In some cases it 
|} was felt that the owner might have | 
| been a little more magnanimous, but 
on the whole there is little complaint | 
/to make. 

“Citizens were quite ready to take 
all the close-in lots that were available 
'and for the use of which permission | 
|was given, but there were scores of | 
llots that were more outlying that 
|might have been cultivated if the 
| would-be gardener had been willing to | 
go out. 
| Ploughing Was Expensive 
| “There wasn't as much ploughing 
| done as we had expected. We should 
| have been able to do more, This was | 
because of the extraordinary demand 
upon all teams and equipment from 
the country, and the reticence of the} 
lordinary ploughman to bind himself 
with a contract, It was found neces- 
sary after the season started, and in} 
| view of the scarcity of ploughmen, to 
| increase the price charged to members | 
to $1.50 per lot for breaking, and | 
$1.00 per lot for those previously 
cultivated. This was a losing proposi- 
|} tion, but in view of the difficulty of 
getting ploughmen the loss did not | 
amount to very much. We hope bet- 
ter arrangements may be made for 
this year, 

The interest taken in the work by 
the Rotary club was appreciatively 
commented on. It was announced that 
a large tract of land in the Gallagher | 
Flats, suitable for community garden- 
ing, would be available this year. 

Interest in Canning 

There had been marked interest in 
canning, and the lectures on this sub- 
ject given on the South Side, the North 
by Miss Mo- 
Dermid last year had been well at- 
tended. Several of the members pre- 
sent gave personal testimony of their | 
success in reducing the high cost of 
living by means of the canned pro- 
duce of their gardens, assisted by the 
invaluable hen. Some of them advo- 
cated a general move for the keep- 
ing of pigs in addition. 

The excellent work of Supt. J. H, 
Malone was commented on, and the 
secretary was authorized to obtain, if 
possible, his services again for this 
season. Mr, Malone is at present em- 
ployed by the street railway, and | 
leave of absence will be sought for 
him. 


Amalgamation Proposed 

It was suggested that amalgamation | 
with the Horticultural soclety might | 
be brought about, if it could be done | 
without losing sight of the vacant lot | 
cultivation mission, and a committee 
was appointed to interview the direc- | 
tors of the Horticultural society on the 
subject.

Ottawa, Feb. 13—Rein- 
forcements o the Canadian 
Militia since September 1, 
1917, total 46,696, of which 
number 80,248 are draftees, 
and 16,448 enlisted volun- 
tarily. 

Sir Robert Borden this af- 
ternoon handed out a report 
received by him from the 
military service council with 
respect to the operation of 
the Military Service Act. It 
shows the total number of 
volunteers enlisted in Canada 
from September Ist to Jan. 
31st (including men of all 
classes under the Military 
Service Act up ito October 13, 
and men of classes other than 
class one since that date) to 
be 8,795. Volunteers from 
the United States from Sept. 
Ist to Jan. 31st, numbered 
7,653, making uw total of 16,- 
448 volunteers. 


Men Called Out, 

Men called out by the prociamation 
of Oct, 13, 1917, who reported or 
joined in advance of being ordered 
to do so, numbered 6,548. Men who 
joined units for duty in pursuance of 
that order numbered 16,786, while 
men ordered to report or about to be 
ordered to report in February, num- 
beed 7,914. ‘This makes a total num- 
ber of draftees of 30,248, and the total 
reinforcements, inclusive of volun- 
teers 46 696,
